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Sierra Madre property owners’ tax bills wrong 


Property owners’ tax bills received 
by most Sierra Madre residents last 
Monday are wrong. The error involves 
the tax assessment for the San Gabriel 
Water District. According to William. 
M. Whiteside, General Manager and 
Assistant Secretary Treasurer of the 
S.G. Water District, the same proce¬ 
dure was followed that had been used 
for the past eight years in forwarding 


the amounts due to the county. 

The error occurred when two sepa¬ 
rate amounts for the tax rate for the 
bond indebtedness and the state rate 
as well as the total of those amounts 
were picked up by the county in billing. 
This means that the water district tax 
assessment is just DOUBLE what it 
should be for property owners. 


Michael Galindo, Division Chief, 
L.A. County Tax Division, Auditor 
Control, when The News reached him 
said three separate offices within the 
countv were working on the problem. 

According to Galindo, property 
owners will be issued a new tax state¬ 
ment with a new due date in the event 
revised statements are not prepared 


and received by the December 10 due 
date. For those who may in error pay 
the full amount a credit will be ap¬ 
plied to the next installement or re¬ 
funded if a single payment is made. 

Lenders who pay property taxes 
will also receive a credit for the prop¬ 
erty owner if payment is made of the 
incorrect amount.

Khan Komai local Bonsai school is no longer a secret

The art of Bonsai is being taught at a school 
here in Sierra Madre. Conducted by foremost 
Bonsai authority Khan Komai, it is being done in 
such a low-key manner, that it may very well be 
our best kept secret. 

Located at 98 S. Lima, the building looks like 
a home that is hidden behind a growth of trees. 
The Japanese gate is the giveaway. But once inside, 
you see you have entered a Bonsai classroom. 
There are work tables, the characteristic shallow 
pots are on shelves and there are special tools. 

Khan himself is low key and plays down the 
fact that he is a lecturer and instructor constantly 
in demand across this country and as far away 


as Australia where he presented 32 programs last 
year. But he mixes his expertise with good humor 
and it is easy to see why he is so popular with 
his students and highly respected among Bonsai 
enthusiasts. 

Bonsai is the only living art. Trees, grown in 
low pots, are kept dwarfed by pruning. Even roots 
are trimmed. Wires are also used to artistically 
shape the tree and wires must be moved often to 
prevent marks being made on trunks and branches. 
Khan refers to this tree shaping as “gentle per¬ 
suasion’’ and reminds one of an orthodontist as he 
gently but firmly moves teeth to gain a result. 

All this is done under certain artistic rules

and to have healthy growth. An attempt is made to 
simulate age and to create the illusion of trees 
growing in the natural landscape. To do Bonsai 
successfully, a love and knowledge of trees and 
nature are needed and some imagination. A bit of 
Oriental patience helps too, as time adds to the 
beauty of your work. 

This exciting art form has grown in popularity 
in recent years. There are now a number of 
Bonsai societies, particularly in our area and ex¬ 
hibitions are held often. There are about a dozen 
different styles. For example, Khan’s wife, Kay, 
who often assists students during classes, specializes 
in the Marne style. These are trees so miniature, 
that they measure no more than 6 inches from 
soil line to top of the tree. Given his choice, 
Khan’s favorite to work with is the Satsuki Azalea. 
When in bloom, this azalea has pink, white and 
variegated blossoms all blooming at the same time 
on the same plant and is unbelievably beautiful. 

Bonsai had its beginnings in China and Chinese 
scrolls of almost a thousand years ago show dwarf 
trees. But it is the Japanese who made this an art 
form by artistically shaping and dwarfing trees. 


When this began, is uncertain, but Bonsai docs 
appear on 13th century Japanese scrolls. Japan 
being a small, crowded country, lends itself well to 
this art as it is ideal for a small area, creating 
a view in a container and stimulating the itna- 
gination. 

Khan’s interest in Botisai began after WWII. 
He was born in Los Angeles, is a UCLA grad¬ 
uate in poliical scienee atid worked iti civil service 
until the war brought an abrupt end to his job. 
He and his family, along with other Japattese 
Americans, were first interned at Santa Atiita Race 
Track internment camp and theti setit to Colorado. 
When the war ended, those returtting frotn the 
camps, found jobs hard to come by. 

Khan eventually went to work iti a tiursery 
and then realized his dream to open his own 
nursery business which was located in Temple City. 
He also began studying Bonsai with his late father- 
in-law, Frank Nagata. Mr. Nagata learned this art 
well in his native Japan and was one of the first 
men to introduce the art here and one of the 
first to teach in English.

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Homeowners face 
worst fire season 
in 50 years 

From Committoo for Firesafe Roofing 

Fall came to California In a blaze of 
heat. In aoma araaa, early-September tern- 
paraturaa ware so high that 100 degree 
days were welcomed as a cooling trend. 

While people and animals sizzled, dry 
brush got even drier. For firefighters, this 
had added more fuel to the nightmare 
conditions of 1984. 

Remember the heavy rains of several 
wintera back? They produced dense, 
luxurious chaparral and other vegetation. 
But this past winter has been one of the 
driest and windiest on record. 

Put It all together and you have this 
terrible trio: lack of rain, heavy brush, 
high temperatures. The fire danger to 
homes and property is immense. 

Here is what the Los Angeles County 
Rre Department says: “Hundreds of homes 
are In serious danger of destruction by fire 
because of their proximity to brush-covered 
areas. Any home that has brush near it Is 
in danger. Homes with wood roofs par¬ 
ticularly are vulnerable to spread of fire.” 

Why ara wood roofs so dangerous? 
“Think of those dry, windy conditions,” 
says Racquel Montoya, director of the 
Committee for Firesafe Roofing. She men¬ 
tions, as an example, the Santa Ana winds 
In Southern California. She points out that 
windblown embers can start house fires a 
mile or so from the point of origin. If they 
land on wood roofs. In neighborhoods 
where combustible wooden shake or 
shingle roofs are prevalent, winds can •— 
and have — bjown fires out of control 
across acrqp and acres of property. 

That Is why the Forest Service, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture states In a re¬ 
cent publication: “The design of a home 
should reflect fire safety considerations. 
The wood shingle roof is the largest 
single cause of structural fire losses.” 

Many communities have now taken 
steps to require fire-retardant roofing on 
all new construction. In the disastrous 
1983 Anaheim fire, sparks from wind- 
whipped electric wires Ignited a fire that 
raced across blocks of wooden roofs. 
Since then. Orange County has moved to 
require fire-retardant roofs. San Francisco 
has had such an ordinance for the past 
50 years. The city of Los Angeles In 
1982 extended Its ordinance to ban flam¬ 
mable wood roofs for new construction 
and reroofing. 

If your home does have a wood 
shake or shingle roof, it may not be prac¬ 
tical for you to reroof immediately. But 
when you do, insist on fire-retardant roof¬ 
ing. 

There are other measures you can 
take now for your family’s safety and the 
protection of your property. 

Clear away dead brush or any other 
flammable vegetation for a distance of 30 
feet from your house or any other struc¬ 
ture (that’s the law in Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty). Cut flammable vegetation to a height 
of 18 Inches for another 70 feet. 

Cut away dead branches and limbs 
that overhang your roof. Clean out the 
dead leaves and other matter from your 
roof gutters and eaves. 

Consider planting fire-retardant 
oiants. shrubs and ground cover, par¬ 
ticularly If you live on a hillside or other 
heavy brush area. Your local fire depart¬ 
ment or water and power department may 
suggest lists of approved plantings. 

Have a regular schedule of watering 
and trimming plants and other outdoor 
vegetation. Well-watered shrubbery re¬ 
sists fire. 

One of the greatest dangers to homes 
Is apathy on the part of homeowners. 
Keeping informed and taking simple pre¬ 
ventive steps can greatly reduce the 
hazards of the current severe fire season.

Khan soon added a building in a section of 
his nursery to teach Bonsai. After his four children 
were grown and educated, he began to devote 
most of his time to Bonsai. Then he lost his 
lease in Temple City and had to relocate. A son 
owned a home here in Sierra Madre with room 
on his property to reconstruct the school. After 
receiving city approval, Khan rebuilt the school on 
his son’s Lima property. 

The school is known as Komai Bonsai-En. 
En is the Japanese word for school. For further 
information about the school, call 355-4612.

Cotton is a very popular fiber. Last year’s 
production in the U.S. was more than a 
billion dollars’ worth. The most desirable cot¬ 
tons are those of longest staple length. The 
longer, the natural fiber, the stronger it is 
when woven (and the finer weave possible 
with it). For example, Egyptian cotton is 
probably the finest in the world — its staple 
is up to 2'/2 inches long. United States cotton, 
a good variety, ranges from about V* of an 
inch to 1 and V* inches in length of staple. 
And the cheapest India cottons may be as 
short as 1/8 or V* of an inch. 

Cotton is also the whitest of all ve¬ 
getable fibers, so that even in its unbleached 
varieties, it can still produce fabric with the 
least “gray” or “yellow” of any vegetable 
fiber. 

And while in its natural state cotton is 
not as strong as wool or silk, when it has 
been treated (as in “mercerizing” — so 
called after a man of that name who invented 
the process) it becomes both stronger and 
shinier.

most the equivalent of 
a college education. In 
fact, a number of ex- 
halted universities offer 
rigorous courses on the 
subject, including, of 
course, field trips for “in 
depth” study. 

There are, however, 
less exhausting (and ex¬ 
pensive) ways to become 
an amateur devote, with 
sufficient information to 
impress both friends and 
enemies with your exper¬ 
tise in this elitist sport. 

Wine-making in Ca¬ 
lifornia dates back to the 
Spanish missions and has 
continued ever since, ex¬ 
cept for a sad hiatus dur¬ 
ing Prohibition, from 
1918 to 1934. 

California wines are 
considered among the 
premiere wines of the 
world. Europe’s touted 
wine grapes are even 
grown on the stock of 
our vines, since a ter¬ 
rible blight destroyed 
llicirs awhile back, so it 
could be said that the 
great French, German, 
Italian and Spanish 
wines are, really, Ame¬ 


rican “adopted daught¬ 
ers.” 

The climate of our 
state is ideally suited to 
grapes and probably the 
best guide to various 
wine sections of Califor- 
nis, Siinsct*s **Quidc to 
California’s Wine 
Country,” lists nine 
major areas, ranging, 
from Mendocino and 
Lake Counties to San 
Diego. The latest edition , 
lists over 400 wineries, 
most of which can be 
visited for touring and 
tasting, though some re¬ 
quire appointments. 

A wine-tasting tour 
can be a delightful ex¬ 
perience, at any time of 
the year, and The News 
will take you through a 
number of the major 
areas in a series of wine¬ 
tasting articles which will 
appear, from time to 
time, as space permits. 

Our first tour encom¬ 
passes the wine country 
of California — Napa 
Valley, north of San 
Francisco. 

The wines of Napa 
Valley have few peers 
and the beauty of its 
scenery, surrounded by 
wooded hills, with ma¬ 
jestic Mt. St. Helena 
dominating the northern 
end, is little short of 
idyllic.

grace the small valley, 
ranging from grandiose 
and opulent to modern 
and modest in architec¬ 
ture. 

The experts recom¬ 
mend sampling no more 
than three — at the 
most, four — wineries 
in a day.We visited six, 
foregoing the tours at all 
but one, in order to 
cover more ground. We 
consoled ourselves by re¬ 
membering the tours we 
had taken in Cucamonga 
and Jerez, Spain, the 
home of sherry, both of 
which had covered many 
of the fascinating and 
varied intricacies of 
wine-making. 

Our first stop, Beau¬ 
lieu Vineyard, in Ruther¬ 
ford, dating back to 
1885, offered delectible 
white and red wines for 
tasting. We particularly 
enjoyed their burgundy 
and their Cabernet 
Sauvignon. 

The Heitz Cellars, 
near St. Helena, had an 
extremely small tasting 
room and, sadly, a rath¬ 
er surly host, who in¬ 
formed us we were samp¬ 
ling their second-rate 
wines. We thanked him 
and agreed that the taste 
really didn’t seem first- 
rate, at least compared 
to BV. 

V. Sattui was our 
lunch stop. A delight¬ 
ful winery, with both 
wine and cheese tasting, 
combined with picnic 
lawns and tables. Their 
wines, we thought, were 
superb and, since they 
are available only at the 
winery, we purchased 
both their Cabernet 
Sauvignon and a 20- 
year-old Madeira dessert 
wine, to savor later, at 
home. Two varieties of 
cheese, potato and pasta 
salads, Greek olives and 
a skinny loaf of French 
bread provided a tasty 
lunch in the picnic area. 

Sterling Vineyards 
near Calistoga sits atop a 
high knoll,reached by a 
tramway and the view of 
the lovely countryside 
from the tasting room is 
worth the visit. The 
wines seemed to us rath¬ 
er unexceptional, though, 
admittedly, we were be¬ 
coming rather picky by 
then. 

As we returned south¬ 
ward, we stopped at 
Hanns Kornell Cham-

pagne Cellars, where we 
took our only tour — a 
fascinating revelation of 
the complexities of creat¬ 
ing champagne. Here we 
viewed the thick, dark 
green bottles, with deep 
indentations to keep the 
gases from shattering 
them as the wine fer¬ 
ments. 

We learned about how 
a number of wines are 
mixed (all personally tas¬ 
ted and approved by the 
Kornell family) and com¬ 
bined with a yeast mix¬ 
ture, in the bottle. The 
age-old French style of 
champagne making, fol¬ 
lowed by Kornell, is cal¬ 
led the Methode Cham- 
penoise, with the entire 
process, from start to 
finish, produced in the 
bottle itself. 

Riddlers turn some 
50,000 bottles by hand 
each day, to settle the 
sediment, which, finally, 
is frozen and popped off 
the top, with a good old 
reliable thumb prevent¬ 
ing the remainder of the 
champagne from fol¬ 
lowing suit. 

In today’s era of auto¬ 
mation, the homely 
human operations in¬ 
volved in the creation of 
this champagne were 
inspiring. Like viewing a 
long-lost art, miraculous¬ 
ly surviving in the 20th 
century. We watched 
workers holding candles 
to each individual bottle 
to verify its clarity, and 
the champagne, at the 
end of the tour, reflected 
the special, personal at¬ 
tention each bottle had 
received from its de¬ 
dicated creators. 

Our final stop was at 
the franciscan vineyards 
where intriguing wooden 
boxes displayed the
